them to revolt, because the absence of a 
a Greek fleet rendered them almost cer- 
tain prey to the sultan's troops on the 
mainland. The Samians. however, per- 
sisted and laid siege to the citadel, then 
occupied by a Turkish garrison. The 
Turkish soldiers were driven out and 
the fortress reduced to ashes. Boon 




EDHEM PASHA. 
(Commander of the Turkish Troops 

after an army of 7,000 Turks, with 
host of fanatical volunteers, landed c 
the island. For weeks niter the soldiers 
and the roving hordes of Ottomans slew, 
pillaged and tortured the inhabitants. 
In parts of the Island the people took 
refuge In the monasteries, but., not- 
withstanding, were slaughtered by 
thousands. Even the sick in hospitals 
were notepared. More than 23,000 men, 
women, and children were killed, 5,000 
escaped and 47,000 were sold into slav 
ery and glutted the slave markers of 
Egypt, Constantinople nud Tunis. 

Edhem Pasha's parents were among 
the killed. He was sold to a Turkish 
general, Khosseo Pasha, who took him 
Constantinople. His master gave 
him his liberty, and in MSI, with a 
number of other boys, he was sent to 
Paris to be educated. He entered the 
Ins tl tut Barbel, where he remained for 
four years. He evinced great industry 
and intelligence, and his teachers pre- 
dicted for him a great future and bril- 
liant career. After being graduated 
from thia school with great honors he 
entered a school of mines, and four 
more years were spent In close applica- 
tion and study. After traveling 
through France, Germany and Switzer- 
land he returned to Constantinople and 
was appointed a c aptain on the general 
staff of t.he Turkish army. 

In 1849 the sultan made him his ad- 
jutant, nnd Kdhem also became French 
instructor of the late Sultan Murad anil 
of the present ruler, Abdul Ilamid. 
Later a number of Important political 
nksaions were intrusted to him. In 
856 he became a member of the council 
if state, and was then appointed min- 
ster of the interior, but resigned his 
portfolio after a year. In 1867 he be- 
anie the minister of foreign affairs ami 
epresanted his country at the court

f Mi.lluit Pasha, lie became grand 
vizier.

U is believed that the largest plant in 
the world Is the gigantic seaweed, the 
nerescytis, which frequently attains 
the height of 300 feet. The stem is as 
strong as an ordinary rope, and large 
quantities are dried and <im»\ «« guoh 
by people of the South sea islands. As 
soon as a plant takes root, a pe ar-ahnped 
balloon Is formed which grows with the 
stem.

MoKINLEY'B PROMISED PROSPERITY 
The New York Journal sent out 
special correspondents last week to 
search for Geu. Prosperity, so long 
waited for in vain. Following are 
some of the reports: 

At Pittsburgh many idle factories 
were found and 3200 incu were on 
strike on accouut of a cut of ten per 
cent, in their wages, Their employer 
sent his men to Canton last fall to 
hear McKinley promise prosperity 
that hBs never came. 

At New Brunswick, N. J., uearly 
all of the thirty odd factories were 
either shut down or running on short 
time. At Militown, a suburb, the 
rubber works, the town's great indus- 
try employ iug 600 hands, was shut 
lown and starvation was staring the 
idle workmen iu the face. 

At Latubertville, N. J., the railroad 
shops of the Pennsylvania line were 
only running 45 hours a week. The 
bops employ 250 men. When the 
notice reducing the hours was posted, 
a Republican carpenter named Sam'l 
Curry snatched his McKinley button 
from his coat and stamped it under 
his foot. 

At Camden, N. J., several big mills 
employing a thousand hands were 
idle and 796 families were being cared 
for by the charity associations. 

In Elizabeth, N. J. there have been 
many strikes, wages have been cut 
and hundreds of workmen are out of 
employment. 

Canton, Ohio, McKinley 'a own town 
has been a heavy sufferer from the 
effects of contraction. Since January 
1 there have been 35aseigumeutf 
liabilities aggregating $438,500. 
There have also been 55 mortgages 
foreclosed, nggrt-gatiug $76,826.07, 
mostly small debts against the poor. 
In Hanna's county, the foreclosures 
ive iu that time footed up $1,410,- 
650, and the real estate mortgages 
recorded in Cuyahoga county amounl 
to $1,585,900. For the whole State 
the failures are estimated at $50,000,- 
000, or $10,000 000 a month. 

In Chicago there were found 51,000 
idle workmen. Times are dull in 
every branch of business and there 
bave been twelve strikes, three of 
which are still pending. 

At Altoona, Pa., the situation is the 
worse since the war. The Rolling 
Mill hands are on a strike on account 
20 per cent, cut and in many fac- 
tories the workmen are only working 
few hours a day. The same stag- 
nation prevails in trade at Wilkes 
barre, Carbondale and other manu 
facturing points. 

At Reading, Pa., 1 800 puddlers 
were on a strike on account of a ten 
per cent, cut in their already reduced 
wages. 

Conditions are worse than they 
were when McKinley was inaugurat- 
ed at Alton, Spring Valley, Peoria, 
Bloomington and other points iu II- 
Mauy workmen are idle, cuts 
have everywhere been made in wages 
and mills are ruuuing on short time. 
There have been several strikes at 
these points. 

In Philadelphia the mills are prac- 
tically at a standstill and 28,000 work- 
men are unemployed and 5,000 gar 
ment makers are on a strike. 

These are but sample reports of the 
general tale of woe and destitution all 
over the country. 

Here in Kentucky the situation is 
almost appalling. A gentleman from 
Louisville, who is in a position to 
know, told the Kentuckian a few days 
ago, that the whole city of Louisville 
was trembling on the verge of bank 
ruptcy. Failure after failure has oc 
curred amongst the biggest establish 
menta of the city and many others 
are practically insolvent. In every 
part of the State the same conditions' 
exist. Here in Hopkinsville, said by 
drummers to be the best town in the 
State, fifteen vacant business h 
and five failures iu one block 
the election, speak for thetnselv 

The only consoling feature about 
present conditions is that the times 
now are not as hard as they will be 
before we get rid of McKinleyiam.

He 
has a farm about a mile and a half 
southwest of town, and a few years 
since he turned his attention to fruit 
raising. He has hundreds of trees of 
all kinds and these have been select 
ed with great care. For several years 
Mr. Story had been engaged in Bell- 
ing fruit trees for a good nursery. 
While at this he studied fruit grow- 
ing and concluded to put into prac 
tice his knowledge. He has one of 
the finest, if not the very finest, 
orchards in this portion of the State. 
His trees are just beginning to bear 
well aud now he is reaping the har- 
vest that he has been looking forward 
to for several years. He has three 
and a half acres planted in strawber- 
ries and the crop this year has been 
an immense one. In a talk with Mr. 
Story a few days since he said that 
up to that time that he had gathered 
and sold over 1,600 gallons of the 
berries and that the whole crop would 
amount to over 2,200 gallons. This 
will briug iu the neat sum of about 
$600, which after paying expenses, 
will net him something like $400 for 
profit on this one crop alone. It will 
be but a short time until his other 
berries will come into the market, and 
then very soon the peaches, pears and 
apples will be ou the market. Mr. 
Story has his farm now in acoudition 
that it will make him an easy and 
comfortable living.

THE INJURED MAMMOTH. 



The Itarnoa * H.ll.jr Elephant [In Doing 
Very Nicely 

The eighteen- months ofd elephant 
that broke its leg while the Burnum 
Si Bailey show was hero last Friday 
week continues to be the center of 
attraction in the animal line, large 
crowds calling to see it every day. 
It has been found necessary to place 
a lock on the door to keep the over 
curious out. The elephant is getting 
aloug finely. 

To show how much the manage- 
ment of the great Barnutc & Bailey 
shows think of this intelligent native 
of Iudia Dr. Stanton receives a tele- 
gram daily from Mr. J. A. Bailey, the 
proprietor of the hIiow, asking the 
condition of the elephant and giving 
the route of the show, so that any 
letters or instructions Dr. Stanton 
may desire to forward may safely 
reach their destination. 

Saturday three telegrams were re- 
ceived from Mr. Bailey concerning 
the elephant, this being a record 
breaker. 

Owing to the extreme youthfulness 
of the patient, she being a mere baby, 
it has been found impossible to keep 
her in a sling, and she has to be low- 
ered to the ground very carefully 
every night. The broken limb is 
placed in a swing, and the trainer 
sleeps beside her, and is in constant 
attendance. During the night he has 
a shaded lantern to give assistance if 
any is needed at any hour. 

To give some idea of the variety of 
patients handled by an up to-date 
veterinrian, during the last week Dr. 
Stanton was called upon to attend 
three animals with broken limbs— a 
cow belonging to J. C. Kendrick on 
May 27th. Barnuin & Bailey's ele- 
phant on the 28th, and W. P. Ham- 
baugh's $900 jack on the 3rd of June. 
Each of these animals had its left 
hind leg broken. 

From the above it will appear that 
the left hind legs of animals, with the 
possible exception of the rabbit, are 
attended with bad luck in regard to 
receiving fractures. 

While the three cases mentioned in 
thiB article were difficult and neces- 
sitated skill to operate upon, this does 
not approach the case coming under 
Dr. Stanton's care five years ago, 



hibiting in this city, broke one of its 
fore legs while engaged in a fight. 
The Doctor had to enter the cage af- 
ter the fierce animal had been lassoed 
and tie it himself; then he placed a 
plaster of paris cast around the fract- 
ured leg and remained in the cage 
over half an hour until the caBt set. 
This was the most dangerous ex- 
perience ever undergone by a veter- 
inarian, so far as reported by the 
press, and this feat of veterinary work 
attracted much attention all over the 
country, being illustrated in many of 
the best papers of the United States.

most daring piece of surgery ever at-

A Foreign Syndicate Acquires Many C 

Chattanooga, Tenn., June 9.— The 
deal now on for the coal lands in East 
Tennessee and Southern Kentucky 
surpasses in magnitude the estimate 
put upon it yesterday. Facts devel- 
oped to-day show that the English 
syndicate has options on all the coal 
mines, both large aud small, in East 
Tennessee and Southern Kentucky, 
and that the amount nf monev in- 
volved will be bet ween $5,000,000 and 
$ 10,000,000. The deal is by far the 
largest ever made for property in thiB 
section and compares favorably with 
any ever made in the United States. 

The effect and deal will be to put 
the coal business of this entire section 
into the hands of one of the largest 
companies of the kind ever organized. 
The Coal Creek and Jellico mines, 
which it was thought might not be 
acquired until later, are in the deal 
f rom the start, and the only mine of 
pi„ consequence left to compete with 
the syndicate will be the State mine 
at Bushy Mountain. 

It was agreed that the present 
trouble between miners and operators 
caused by a scarcity of funds and the 
low price of coal, could not occur un- 
der the English ownership, and that 
the men who do the work will be 
greatly benefited by the change. 

It is believed that the new company 
will have all the mines in operation' 
by next fall, and will be ready for the 
winter business. It is probable that 
the headquarters of the big company 
may come to Chattanooga.

The hair that is sold in Chicago is 
treated here, although, as the su- 
periority of French workmen in this 
"ne is everywhere admitted, it is not 
unusual to ship hair from this country 
to Paris, have it prepared and then 
reshipped. The process of perfecting 
it is peculiar. It is boiled, then 
treated with oatmeal to soften it, then 
through a polishing machine, 
which gives it an imperishable gloss, 
and then sorted into lengths. It 
comes to America rolled into tight 
little cylinders that are called cro- 
quinolles. The world's master in this 
art is Leon Pellery, of the French cap- 
ital. In this shape pure white hair, 
1 fi inches long, is worth $74 an ounce; 
the blond is worth $5 an ounce and so 
is the jet black. It is easy to calculate 
the cost of a full suit. At these prices 
one of white would stand its proud 
possessor in 6ome $550, the yellow 
and black in proportion. There are 
first and second qualities of human 
hair, and a third quality which is 
known as "German combines," and 
very cheap. About $4 a a pound 
its value. Hair of any color, but 
phenominal length — say from 50 
to tiO inches — is worth $00 to $70 a 
pound. This is speaking, of course, 
'' or unprepared hair. Silver 
gray hair of average length is worth 
$25 an ounce, and a toupee wig of it 
cannot be bought for less than $75. 

Of the artificial hairs the largest 
quantity is taken from the yak, an 
Asiatic animal whose main and tail 
grow to the proper length. The yak 
strands, however, are by no means so 
handsome as what is known as "re- 
fined Angora." This is really beauti- 
ful, and only an expert can distinguish 
between it and the genuine article. 
Yak wigs are used upon the stage ex- 
clusively, but many men and women 
whose heads are bald as billiard halls 
ire seen upon the streets every day, 
uxuriantly crowned with Angora.
